FIRES GAIN ON 
FIGHTERS: RAGE 
BEFORE WIND 


More Than 1,000 Men Seek To 
Check Flames In Santa 


Clara County 
CATTLE BURNED TO DEATH 


Over 120,000 Acres of Grazing 
Land Already Devastated ‘ 
By Blaze 


Burning on three fronts and fan- 
ned by a scorching wind, the forest 
and. grass .fire which has. raged for 
the past five days in Santa Clara 
and Sauslaus counties was sweep- 
ing onward last night utterly be- 
yond the control of more than 1000 
fire fighters. 

Hundreds of cattle, straggling 
from the vast herds which are being 
assembled and driven ahead of the 
onrushing flames, have been trapped 
and burned to death. $ 

Already 120,000 acres of the finest 
grazing land in Santa Clara county 
has been devastated. One branch 
of the fire is licking its way into 
Stanislaus county and fears are be- 
ing expressed that as it gains mo- 
mentus it will sweep everything be- 
fore it and reach the rich San Joa- 
quin valley, where are some of the 
richest grain fields, farms and or- 
chards in California. 

Due to a change in the wind and 
the formation of the valleys and 
gulches at the base of Mount Hamil- 
ton, the fire which originally was 
burning northward only split into 
three fronts Wednesday night, one 
going eastward, another south, and 
a portion continuing toward the ! 
north. 

This change. of wind removed all 
danger of the famous Mount Hamil- 
ton Observatory beingswept by the 
flames. 

Fire fighters report that the build- 
ing of fire trails to check the fire 
has proved a_ hopeless expedient. 
Hundreds of men work for half a 
day cutting out a fire trail, the 
flames rea¢h it ,the wind carries 
burning tinder and leaves - across,
